In the April 22 issue of the Al- 
bany Times which has just reached 
me, I note that Mr, Lawrence Wil- 
liams is quoted as saying that two 
years ago I urged the dismissal of 
Mr. Chas. A. Moore as Principal 
of Albany High School. 

In the light of such a statement 
I feel it incumbent upon me to 
most vigorously deny this. 








For the nine years I was Super- 
intendent of Albany Schools all 
my recommendations to the Board 
of Education were in writing and 
whether or not the statement is 
true can be verified by referring to 
the files. Never in either sugges- 
tion or thought did it enter my 
mind to recommend the dismissal 
of so capable and outstanding an 
administrator as Mr. Chas. A. 
Moore and I consider that Albany 
is very fortunate in retaining Mr. 
Moore’s services as Principal of 
Albany High School. 

The exceptionally high standard 
which the High School has here- 
tofore attained is due to Mr. 
Moore’s able administration in 
conjunction with the excellent fac- 
ulty all cooperating in a friendly 
spirit while I was Superintendent. 

Two years ago I realized that 
the load which Mr. Moore was 
carrying was too heavy for any 
one principal. I therefore recom- 
mended that an assistant principal 
be provided and further recom- 
mended that Mr. Feeny be select- 
ed to fill that position. 

I deplore the unfortunate and 
unnecessary situation into which 
the Albany Schools have been 
forced. 

With best wishes for the return 
of the happy situation which pre- 
vailed in the Albany Schools dur- 
ing the entire nine years of my 
incumbency, I am

P.G.8E. Reports ’37 
Payroll at 23 Million 


Affording employees of Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company opportunity to 
familiarize themselves with the com- 
pany’s financial operations and posi- 
tion, President James B. Black is this 
week sending to each of them a sum- 
mary of the annual report recently made 


|to stockholders. It reviews the sources 


of the company’s 1937 revenue, the dis- 
position made of it, and the owner- 
ship of securities. 

The high lights of the report point 


lout that while the business generally 


prospered during 1937, operating ex- 
penses, including taxes and reserves 
showed an increase that was 50 per 
cent more than the gain in gross reve- 


| nue. 


Largest single item of operating costs 


| was the payroll, amounting to $16,138,- 


This was $1,368,000 more than 
in 1936, and upwards of $3,000,000 
more than in 1933. Additionally, $6,- 
g11,000 of payroll was charged to con- 
struction account, bringing the year’s 
total payroll to more than $23,000,000. 
Substantially all classes of employees 
are receiving higher weekly pay than 
at any previous time in the company’s 
history, although the five-day week is 
established operating practice. 

The company paid $14,938,000 in 
taxes, an increase of $2,995,000 over 
1936. This would amount to more than 
$100 per month: for every employee on 
the payroll. Included in the taxes was 
$670,000 for unemployment relief and 
old-age benefits under the Social Se- 
curity Act. Additionally $638,000 was 
paid to insurance companies on the re- 
tirement plan which became effective 
on January 1, 1937, and $51,000 was 
put into reserve for pensions in recog- 
nition of services rendered prior to that 
time. The company’s total contribu- 
tion to unemployment relief and old- 
age benefits was $1,818,000. . 

An interesting statement of the re- 
port shows that plants and properties 
of the company represent an investment 
of more than $55,000 for each em- 
ployee on the payroll. Stockholders of 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Company, 
excluding those of San Joaquin Light 
and Power Corporation, numbered more 
than 92,700 at the close of 1937.
